Ancient March of Triumph 
Under Arch of Constan- 
tine Will Be Revived 
on Arrival Saturday.

ROME, Aug. 10.— A Roman 


triumph, a custom not followed for 
many centuries, will be revived Sat- 
urday to give Gen. Italo Balbo and 
members of his trdns-Atlantic sea- 
plane squadron .a rousing welcome 
heme. 

It will have another purpose, too 


+—to pay tribute to Premier Musso- 


lini as the inspiration for Italy’s 
renaissance in aviation. It will 
compete in enthusiasm with the re- 
ceptions given the flyers in Chicago 
and New York and in other places 
along their route. 

Gen. Balbo advised the Air Min- 
ister today that he plans to bring 
his armada to Ostia, Rome’s new 
port, from Lisbon, Portugal, 800 
miles away, without stopping: Their 
arrival in Italy is set for Saturday 
evening. 

Returning from Ostia, the Pre- 
mier and Gen. Balbo will be driven 
through the central passage of tlie; 
Arch of Constantine, just outside 
the ancient Coliseum. 

A new roadbed has been con- 
structed under the arch and a rail- 
ing around it has been removed. 
The 1600-year-old monument, erect- 
ed after Constantine’s victory over 
Maxentus, will become the momen- 
tary center of attraction in the Ro- 
man world. 

On each side of the arch, addi- 
tional arches of triumph will be 
formed. of hundreds of Fascist’ ban- 
ners in the hands of youthful Fas- 
cists. : 

The moment the Premier and 
Gen. Balbo pass beneath Constan- 
tine’s monument, cannon will boom, 

e historic bell in the Campidoglio, 
the world’s oldest capitol building, 
will ring, and thousands of persons 
will cheer. F 

From the arch the automobile 
procession will move down the new 
Empire street, flanking the Roman 
Forum. The street will be covered 
with laurel leaves. 

The mast and flag layout of a 
full dress battléship will be erected 
in Empire street. This is permit- 
ted only in the seaports of Italy, 
and’ it signifies. Rome’s return to 
the sea, which Premier Mussolini 
has been advocating by deepening 
the Tiber channel.

dent of the United Mine Workers, 
accused them of attempting to de- 
feat the purposes of the recovery 
act. 

Taplan’s barbed sallies brought 
frequent bursts of laughter and 
cheers from the operators of union 
mines and from the spectators. He 
was especially sharp with the 
Southern operators, whose low- 
wage and long-hour policies, he

' He declared with blunt candor 
that he much preferred to deal 
with. the miners’ union than with 
many of his competitors. 

-Lewis, who followed him, assert- 
ed the miners’ union for years 
has been “the only stabilizing force 
in the industry.” He said that 
wherever the union had become 
weakened, “its constructive influ- 
ence has been supplanted by the 
law of the jungle, which has 
known neither humanity, profits 
nor investors.” 

Two “Deplorable Conclusions.” 

’ Lewis contended that . although 


ployer to recognize a union, it does 
provide for a national administra- 
tion of the industry, which implies 
hational organization of the oper- 
ators on one hand and of the labor 
on the other. He said the United 
Mine Workers was the logical ve- 
hicle for organization of miners. 

“Refusal of the employers to 
recognize the union,” he went on, 
“Involves two deplorable conclu- 
sions: . One, that.employers are re- 
fusing to abide by the spirit and 

e letter of the law, and two, by 

refusal they are not only ob- 
structing the purpose of the act to 
a@egcelerate edonomic recovery, but 
what is more serious they are pro- 
mioting discord and dislocation.” 

He urged a code providing for a 
minimum wage of $4.75 a day for 
uliderground mine labor, and $4 a 
day for outside help, with a differ- 
émtial for Southern fields not to ex- 
ceed 5 per cent. He asked for a 
six-hour day and a five-day week, 
with retention of the “check-off” 
system. Except for the hours of 
work, his proposal was almost 
identical with that made earlier in 
the day in behalf of the operators 
of unionized mines. 

The code for the bituminous coal 
industry, drafted jointly by opera- 
tors and officials of the United Mine 
Workers, was presented by George 
Harrington, an Illinois operator, and 
was thought to have the blessing 
of the NRA officials. 

The “union code” would establish 
a board of five, two to be selected 
by employers, two by labor and 
one by Gen. Johnson, to administer 
the code and settle all disputes 
arising under it. Also, it would 
divide the industry into five 
regions: Northeastern, Appala- 
chian, Central Southwestern and 
Western, each with its own admin- 
istrative agency. Missouri, except 
St. Louis, is placed-in the South- 
western division, St. Louis being 
placed in the Centra] division, with 
Illinois and Indiana. 

Blames OCutthroat Competition. 

Harrington said that while com- 
pétition from oil and natural gas 
was serious, “most of our troubles 
are directly due to unregulated, un- 
fair cutthroat compétition within 
the industry itself.” 


He took sharp issue with non- 
union operators, declaring he saw 
no excuse for the adoption of more 
than one bituminous code, and that 
the adoption of separate codes 
would perpetuate the competitive 
conditions that now plague the in- 
dustry 


Harrington proposed a basic wage 
of $5 a day for underground mine 
workers and $4 a day for outside 
workers. He urged an eight-hour 
day and a four-day week, a working 
week of 32 hours. Other outstand- 
ing provisions of the code are as 
follows: 

“Wages shall be paid semi-month- 
ly in lawful money or par check at 
the option of the operators. De- 
ductions may be made from the pay 
of employes for rentals, house coal, 
powder, mine supplies, store ad-

or discount shall in effect lower the

“District agreements shall be 
made, not inconsistent herewith, 
dealing with local or district con- 
ditions to secure continuity of work, 
fix fair compensation for yardage 
and dead work, promote care in the 
preparation of coals for the mar- 
ket, provide the machinery for set- 
tling disputes, and safeguard the 
respective interests of employer and 
employe. 
“No person under 16 years of age 
shall be employed inside a mine.” 
Concerning the provisions govern- 
ing rents and company stores, Har- 
rington ‘said: “No form of competi- 
tion is meaner than that of rais- 
ing wages and then increasing ren- 
tals and prices.” 

Supports One Gode Idea. 
Supporting Harrington’s plea for 
one national code, Frank Taplin, 


Cleveland operator, declared that all 


the fields in the Appalachian 
Range were highly competitive with 
each other and that a substantial 
differential in wages between 
Northeern and Southern fields 


would be unjust.. He disclosed that 


officers of the United Mine Work- 
ers opposed the eight-hour day pro- 


vision, and wantéd a six-hour day. 


Like other operators, he empha- 
sized that a large perceritage of the 
cost of coal goes to labor, whereas 
labor gets a small fraction of the 
money paid for oil and gas, coal’s 


main competitors. 


Taplin paid his respects in blunt 
language to the Southern operators 
who contended yesterday that they 
would deal collectively on all prob- 
lems except labor. 

“It isn’t that you can’t—you fust 
don’t want to,” he snorted. “I want 
to say tha. the time for taking that 
attitude is past. 

“Personally, I would rather deal 
with the union under a fixed wage 
scale than with a lot of wage-cut- 
ting, price-cutting operators, whose 
policies are rapidly filling the mines 
with Communists. The sooner this 
tendency is headed off the better, 
even if we have to ask the United 
Mine Workers to help us throw 
the Communists out of the mines.” 


He Exhibits Posters. 


“He produced as exhibits Com- 
munist posters which he said were 
distributed at his mines last week, 
denouncing President Roosevelt and 
the United Mine Workers. 
“The coal industry can’t exist 
much longer with half slave labor 
and half free labor,” he declared. 
He accused some of his competi- 
tors of paying wages that were 
disgracefully low,” and named the 
Southern Operators as the worst of- 
fenders. 
Speaking as one who operates 
mines both north and south of the 
Ohio River, he denied that living 
costs were lower in the South. On 
the contrary, he said, prices in com- 
pany stores in the South, where 
miners are compelled to trade, are 
higher than in Northern mining 
where miners may 
buy where they choose. 
“Clean-Up” System. 

Taplin described the “clean-up” 
system employed in Southern mines 
as “a neat scheme for getting 12 
hours’ work out of a man for eight 
hours’ pay.” 
“It’s a nice scheme if—well, if 
you think so,” he added, amid gen- 
eral laughter. 
Lewis reall a 52-page prepared 
statement and told how he had met 
with a group of operators to draft 
the “union” code. Then he insisted 
that the code finally approved give 
miners the right to join any union 
they choose. 
Lewis recalled that the code to

40-HOUR WEEK APPROVED 


FOR CONFECTIONERY INDUSTRY 


WASHINGTON, Aug, 10.—Modi- 
fication of the President's re-em- 
ployment agreement to establish a 
46-hour work week, with certain ex- 
ceptions, in the confectionery man- 
ufacturing industry pending ap- 
proval of a permanent code, was 
authorized today by Recovery Ad- 
ministrator Johnson. 

Under the modificafion .of the 
agreement, minimum wages for la- 
bor in the industry were fixed at 
30 cents an hour in North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Virginia, Kentucky, 
Georgia, Fidrida, Alabama, Tennes- 
see, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and New Mex- 
ico. 

The minimum wage was so fixed 
in these states that unless the 
hourly rate on July 15, 1929, was 
less than 30 cents, the minimum 
would be not less than 27% cents 
an hour. 

Elsewhere throughout the country 
the minimum wage rate for labor 
would be 35 cents an hour unless 
the rate prevailing on July 15, 1929, 
was less, in. which case the rate 
effective then would be the mini- 
mum.

Rela- 
tives of several of the defendants 
remained on the lawn outside this 
afternoon during the State’s clos- 
ing argument, rather than listen to 
the denunciation of the youths. 
Both the defense and the State, in 
the arguments, attributed responsi- 
bility for the murder indirectly to 
the biterness of the Southern Illi- 
nois mine union controversy. 

Selection of the jury, which re- 
quiréd a week, began July 17. Tes- 
timony was started July 24 and the 
case was continued daily during 
the ensuing three weeks. 

The last defense arguments were 
made this morning by Mert Cook of 
Du Quoin and Carl] Preihs of Pana, 
chief of defense counsel. Walker 
Butler of Chicago, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General in charge of the pros- 
ecution, closed with a two-hour ad- 
dress. “= 

Opening the day’s argument for 
the defense, Cook spoke for an hour 
calling attention to “chaotic condi- 
tions in Perry County” and stating 
the case was brought here for a 
fair irial. Continuing the de- 
defense’s assault on questioning of 
defendants by State police, he as- 
serted the State’s Attorney of Perry 
County should prosecute the offi- 
cers for what he termed “dark-age 
methods.” He then scored that of- 
ficial for taking no active part in 
the trial and frequently deprecated’ 
the presence of “Chicago lawyers 
and investigators.” 

Preiss closed the defense’s case 
demanding acquittal for his five 
clients and asserting that James 
Attes, ex-convict, killed by deputies 
investigating the shooting, fired the 
fatal shots. Like his colleagues, he 
denounced the character of John 
Terry, the State’s final witness wit- 
ness, and contended he should be 
indicted for perjury.

Layman, who is a special Assist- 
ant Attorney-General, pointed out 
that shots from the same automo- 
bile the night of April 6 last were 
fired into two nearby homes, both 
of them occupied by United Mine 
Workers who had served as special 
deputies against the picket lines. 
The actual shooting, he contended, 
represented “the tragic results of 
a conspiracy” and he named the 
five defendants as the conspirators, 
re-stating the State’s case, outlined 
ir his address at the opening of the 
trial, and reviewing the evidence. 

The State contends that Sam 
Ferro fired the rifle which killed 
the girl; that Robert Shingleton 
fired a shotgun while the car was 
driven by Olis Battaglia. Emery Al- 
bers is accused of furnishing the 
ca. and Barney Bossetto of supply- 
ing the weapons and later hiding 
them.

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Luer Kidnaping Disclosed 
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Professional Bondsman Says Mrs. Lillian 
Chessen Pointed Out Alton Banker— 
Eight Indicted for Crime. 


The confession of Randall Eu- 
gene Norvell, gambler and profes- 
sional bondsman of Nameoki, Iil., 
in which he gave a detailed account 
of the kidnaping of August Luer 
and th conspiracy leading up to 
it, was made public this afternoon 
by Chief of Police Gerk, clearing 
up loose ends of the case which 
resulted in eight indictments by 
—* grand jury at Edwardsville at 

Pp. m. 

The highlight of his confession 
was that Luer, 77-year-old Alton 
bank president and meat packer, 
was pointed out as a likely victim 
by Mrs. Lillian Chessen of East 
Alton, known to police many years 
as an associate of criminals. 

Norvell’s confession, made to po, 
lice and Department of Justice 
agents in the Franklin County jail 
at Benton, IIll., on July 26, a few 
days after his arrest, had been 
withheld since then and it had been 
understood he had made no state- 
ment. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Chessen, 
her husband, Charles, and Christ 
Nicola Gitcho, former grocer of 
Madison, Ill., were arrested and 
taken to Benton. All denied con- 
nection with the case until Norvell 
repeated statements — implicating 
them with each separately in his 
presence. Their confessions also 
were made * today by Chief 
Gerk. 


Plot Began Two Years Ago. 


Norvell, in a statement of eight 
typewritten pages, outlined a plot 
that began two and a half years 
ago when he began going to the 
Chessen home at 143 Ridge avenue, 
East Alton, to discuss kidnaping 
with the Chessens. He said that 
he asked them who would be likely 
victims, and that Mrs. Chessen 
named several, none of whom was 
Luer. 

Norvell said he and Mrs. Chessen 
were in her automobile on the way 
to look at the home of one of those 
named, about a month before the 
Luer kidnaping, and passed by the 
Luer home. He quoted Mrs. Ches- 
sen as saying: “Why didn’t I think 
of this man before! This is the 
home of Mr. Luer. He has plenty 
of money and would be easy to 
snatch.” 

Woman Suggested O’Maliey. 

Mrs. Chessen herself had been 
planning to have “Irish” O'Malley, 
an ex-convict, rob an automobile 
salesman of $350, Norvell said, and 
suggested that O’Malley would be 
a proper man to help in kidnaping 
Luer. O'Malley agreed to the plan 
but suggested kidnaping a boy in 
Granite City, according to Norvell. 

Sticking to original plans, Norvell 
said he went to Gitcho several days 
before the kidnaping and made ar- 
rangements to rent the basement 
of a vacant store owned by Gitcho 
at 604 State street, Madison. Al- 
though Gitcho was not paid, Nor- 
vell said he received the former 
grocer’s consent and got the keys 
to the store. Gitcho, on July 9, the 
day before the kidnaping, attempt- 
ed to drop out of the plot but wag 
not permitted to, Norvell said. 

Fitzgerald’s Late Entrance. 

Percy Michael Fitzgerald, the ex- 
convict whose photograph was iden- 
tified subsequently by Mrs. Luer 
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and whose confession led to uncov- 
ery of the plot, was brought into 
the scheme only two days before 
the kidnaping, when services of, 
another man could not be obtained, 
Norvell said. 

On the night of the kidnaping, 
Norvell said he drove the automo- 
bile in which O'Malley, Fitsgerald 
and Mrs. Vivian Chase of East St. 
Louis, fugitive bank robbery sus- 
pect, went to the Luer home at Al- 
ton. 

The bondsman repeated details of 
how O'Malley and Mrs. Chase en- 
tered the house and seized Luer, 
and how Fitzgerald aided by 
knocking Mrs. Luer down. As the 
bank president was hurried from 
the scene, Norvell said the others 
taped the victim's eyes. Changing 
automobiles twice, they drove to 
the vacant store in Madison and 
put Luer in the basement, with 
Fitzgerald as guard. Norvell went 
out to get cigarettes and other sup- 
plies. 

Why Luer Was Moved. 

An untoward incident occurred, 
however, while Norvell was gone. 
Fitzgerald, hearing a knock on the 
door upstairs, thought it was Nor- 
vell and took Luer upstairs to open 
the door. Instead of Norvell an el- 
derly stranger was there. Fitzger- 
ald drew his revolver and ordered 
the stranger inside. Norvell arrived 
and was sent for Gitcho, who came 
and identified the stranger as a 
watchman. Fearing detection, the 
kidnapers decided to take Luer 
from the place and within two 
hours after the kidnaping were on 
their way to the farm of Michael 
Musiala, Madison County farmer, 
where Luer was held in a vegetable 
cellar the remainder of his five-day 
captivity. 

All ransom notes other than 
those written by Luer himself were 
written by O’Malley at Norvell’s dic- 
tation, the bondsman said. One note, 
he related, was written on the floor 
of the Chesson home with Mrs. 
Chesson holding a flashlight. She 
and her husband went with O’Mal- 
ley to deliver the note, according to 
the confession. 

Angry at Release. 

When his aids became frightened 
and freed Luer without the pay- 
ment of ransom, Norvell said that 
he became angry and at Mrs. Ches- 
sen’s suggestion, decided to write a 
note demanding $16,000 after the 
bank president was back with his 
family. He said he printed the 
message as Mrs. Chessen dictated 
it. 

Mrs. Chessen, arrested last Fri- 
day, spent a half hour in calling 
Norvell a liar before she made her

Verdicts of homicide and suicide 
were returned today by a Coroner’s 
jury in the death of Mr. and Mrs.

Bloch, an unemployed bookbind- 
er; shot and killed his wife, who 
had spoken of divorcing him, and 
then ended his own life in the 
basement of their home. 

The bodies were found by their 
16-year-old son, Otto, when he re- 
turned home about 4 o’clock after 
working as a caddy ata golf 
course. There was a note in his 
father’s handwriting on the kitchen 
table and another in the basement. 
The notes were in~<German and all 
but illegible. f 

A translation of one note at the 
inquest was: “ is to 
blame. I hope he lands in jail. 
This is my only way out for me to 
do. I was treated unfair. Adolph 
Bloch Sr.” 

The other note, to a son, Adolph 
Jr., was: “You, Adolph, you are 
the cause of my act. Hoping God 
will punish you. You should live in 
luck because you robbed me of 
mine. That’s your mother’s divorce 
and you are the instigator. Good- 
bye, Otto, I'll see you in heaven 
or hell.” The note was unsigned. 

Otto said the reference to his 
brother and the other man as 
causes of family discord was “a 
pipe dream.” 

Mrs. Bloch’s clothing was torn 
when the body was found, indicat- 
ing a struggle. There was a bullet 
wound behind her left ear. Bloch’s 
body was suspended from a rafter, 
and there was a bullet wound be- 
hind his right ear. Deputy Sher- 
iffs surmised he fastened the rope 
around his neck, stood on a chair,

W: T. Nardin Declares Re- 
covery Act ‘‘Won’t Cure 
Our Ills “Unless We Re- 
form Our Methods.” 


Merchants attending the Ameri- 
can Retailers’ Association conven- 
tion were told last night by William 
T. Nardin, president of the Missouri 
State Life Insurance Co. and of the 
Industrial Club, that they must 
stop their practices of “shrieking 
price from every window” and of 
ruthless price-cutting and must 
“educate the public to the idea of 
fair rather than low prices.” 

Nardin spoke on the National Re- 
covery Act and its special applica- 
tion to the retailer. He praised the 
act as the “most important legis- 


lative act that has been passed in 
the history of the world,” but added 
that “it will not permanently cure 
our ills unless we reform our 
methods.” 

“The price method of merchan- 
dising,” he said, “has developed to 
such a point as to give merchants 
continuous jitters for fear of the 
price some competitor may make. 
Many of the retailers have cut each 
other’s throats by price competition 
on manufacturers’ advertised 
brands, and finding themselves in 
the frying pan of no profit on such 


of private labels, the veriest hell of 
price-cutting, with the hope to cure 
their burns, 


Cites “Ruinous” Prices. 

“To sell goods at ruinous prices 
does not serve public interest. The 
suit sold for $7.49 cannot give a fair 
return to the wool grower, or even 
to the cotton grower, or to the 
workers in the cotton mill, or the 
employes in the sweat shop, or the 
clerks in the store. 

“Such prices, provoked by price 
merchandising, create the condition 
which has brought us to the ex- 
treme undertaking of the National 
Recovery Act. 

“The Recovery Act is designed to 
pull us out of the depression. But 
with a permanent condition of over- 
production of our essential articles 
no power can save us from the ru- 
inous results of falling prices if we 
continue in the future to engage in 
the price-cutting, price-merchandis- 
ing methods against which no price 
structure can possibly stand. 

“I am not advocating the theory 
that the higher prices are, the bet- 
ter off we are. But I do believe 
that constantly and sharply de- 
clining prices are demoralizing and 
detrimental to us all. I point to the 
last three years and nine months 
as proof.”

UNDER RECOVERY ACT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Golf clubs 
not operating for profit do not 
come under the compulsory provi- 
sions of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, the United States 
Golf Association set fomh today, 
meanwhile urging “that such clubs 
as are in a financial positior to 
do so will aid the recovery move- 
ment by signing ths voluntary 
agreement.” . 

The U. 8S. G. A..made public the 
following opinion by its general 
counsel, Livingston Platt of New 
York: 

“Section 1 of title 1 of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act is 
the declaration of policy of the

Stretcher-Bearers in Masks Carry Men, Sup- 
posedly Wounded, to Hospitals—Purpose 
Is “Spiritual Education” of People.

TOKIO, Aug. 10.—Scenes of sim- 
ulated warfare were enacted in To- 
kio today for the “spiritual educa. 
tion” of the 15,009,000 inhabitants of 
the metropolitan’ are-. Army and 
Navy started a three-day sham bat- 
tle for possession- of the city. 

The “hostilities” constituted the 
second phase of the maneuvers of 
the imperial sea forces. 


| The thunder of battle, joined with. 


‘many of the attendant activities of 
actual fighting, served as an im- 
pressive propagano spectacle in 
behalf of a stronger navy and in- 


creased air forces. 

An increasing watchfulness on 
foreigners, especially military and 
naval officers, was exercised by the 
Japanese authorities as the mimic 
War progressed. 

A girl watching one of the air 
attacks from a roof fell and was 
killed. 

By orders of the defending com- 
manders, lights in the capital were 
out for two hours and the city was 
in complete darkness while air raid- 
ers roared overhead. 


“Enemy” airplanes flew over the 
city three times during the day 
while sirens screamed a warning 
to the population. In the streets 
smoke bombs and vapors of many 
colors were exploded in represen- 
tation of poison gas and incendiary 
shells. 


Stretcher-bearers in gas masks 
carried supposed wounded . to 
emergency hospitals while anti-air- 
craft cannon and machine guns 
boomed and rattled from the pub- 


lic parks and the roofs of big 
stores. ) 

The defense problem assumed 
that the air raiders came from hos- 
tile battleships approaching Tokio 
from mid-Pacific. 

Gen. Sadao Arak, minister of 
war, said the purpose of the war 
games was the “spiritual education 
of the people.” 

The navy minister, Admiral Mineo 
Osumi, said the object was to dem- 
onstrate to the population what 
would happen if enemy aircraft 
penetrated the first line of de- 
fense, the navy. 

The naval planes of the “enemy” 
were launched from Japanese air- 
craft carriers at sea. The army 
supplied 15,000 defending troops, in- 
cluding the anti-aircraft corps, as- 
sisted by thousands of reservists, 
youth organizations and other vlo- 
unteers. 

The defense forces marshalled the 
population into drill formations pre- 
scribed in event of attack by hostile 
planes seeking to bomb the indus- 
trial and political nerve centers of 
the nation. 

In order to avoid: inconvenience, 
the foreign office informed the va- 
rious embassies of the program of 
exercises and recommended that 
diplomatic officials carry identifi- 
cation eards. Several foreigners 
were questioned by participants in 
the mimic warfare. 

For the fiscal year beginning 
April 1, 1934, the navy has asked 
for an appropriation of $190,400,000, 
an amount 30 per cent greater than 
the largest previous estimate, in 
1921, when Japan was building up 
its naval strength in preparation 
for the Washington arms confer-

U0 OUT IN MERGER 
OF U. 5. BUREAUS 


9100 Others Retained Tempo- 
rarily in First Changes Un- 
der Reorganization Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — The 
President’s modified reorganization 
plan went into effect today, involv- 
ing about 10,000 employes, of whom 
about 900 have to look for other 
jobs. 

There was first the prohibition 
bureau with 1800 workers. This was 
transferred into the Justice Depart- 
ment’s new division of investiga- 
tion. Six hundred employes, 200 in 
Washington, 400 f&* the field, were 
stricken from the payrolls, the rest 
being re-employed in the new 
agency. 

Next was the merger of the bu- 
reaus of investigation and naturali- 
zation in the Labor Department. 
All the 3907 employes in these, save 
275, were reappointed temporarily 
for four months. The 275 were al- 
lowed 10 days’ notice of retirement 
or discharge. 

The third big transfer found the 
heretofore independent United 
States Shipping Board and the Mer- 
chant Fleet Corporation put under 
the Commerce Department. Secre- 
tary Roper, pending a survey, re- 
appointed all the 924 in these two 
agencies. He said, however, that 
he contemplates a reduction later. 

Until Sept. 30, all the 2800 em- 
ployes of the abolished office of 
public huildings and public parks of 
the national capital will be retained 
temporarily. Numerous other 
smaller agencies also were merged 
or abolished. 

Immediate savings from the re- 
organization, estimated originally to 
cut yearly expenses $25,000,000, will 
be at the rate of about $5,000,000 
annually as a result of modifica- 
tions extending the time to Dec. 31, 
in which some changes become ef- 
fective. 


FRANCE REDUCES TARIFF 
ON SOME AMERICAN GOODS 


Minimum Rate Restored in Many 

Cases, While Other Duties Are 

Decreased. 
_By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug. 10.—Relief from 
tariff increases on certain Ameri- 
can goods became effective today 
with the publication of a modifying 
decree in the official journal. 

The minimum tariff was restored 
on many classes of goods, including 
printing type, linoleum, leather 
baggage, cutlery and surgical in- 
struments, while the rate was re- 
duced on many other products,

NAZIS WARN JEWS 
NOT TO MAKE LOVE 
TO GERMAN GIRLS 


Offcial Paper Says Order Is in 
Interest of “Keeping 


Race Pure.”’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BARLIN, Aug. 10.—A warning to 


German girls against permitting 
Jews or half-Jews. to make love to 
them was published yesterday by 
the National Socialist publication, 
“Swastika Banner,” in Mannheim. 
The warning, the paper stated, was 
in the interests of “keeping the 
German race pure.” 

This followed an order by the 
City of Nuremberg barring Jews 
from public baths and the sports 
stadium. The Burgomaster issued 
regulations forbidding Jews to 
enter the towns of Oberrossback, 
Unterrossback and Limpbach, with- 
out special permission. Communal 
authorities at Deberndorf ordered 
inhabitants not to do business in 
any way with Jews. 

Germany wants no  pacifists, 
Communists or Socialists or other 
“anti-Nationalists” as students in 
her universities, Minister of Educa- 
tion Rust decreed. Students are 
forbidden to say, write or do any- 
thing against the national move- 
ment, or in any way to attempt to 
‘influence others against it. 

The chief organizer of the so- 
called National Labor front de- 
creed that all employers and em- 
ployes in Germany must belong to 
some organization, within his 
group. 


CHANGE IN DRY ENFORCEMENT 
ORGANIZATION GOES IN EFFECT 


Dalrymple Retires as Prohibition 
Director; 1800 Employes Out, 
600 for Good. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—A. V. 
Dalrymple retired today as director 
of prohibition, with the abolition of 
the dry law enforcing bureau by 
the creation of a new unit in the 
Justice Department’s division of in- 
vestigation, headed by J. Edgar 
Hoover. 

William Stanley, First Assistant 
Attorney-General, told newspaper 
men thdt the reorganization had 
been completed in so far as carry- 
ing out President Roosevelt's ex- 
ecutive order, effective last night, 
but details would not be made pub- 
lic until Attorney-General Cum- 
mings returns to Washington next 
week, 

John 8S. Hurley, who was assist- 
ant to Dalrymple, is slated to head 
the dry unit in the investigation di- 
vision, and will become assistant di- 
rector. 

There were 1800 employes in the 
prohibition bureau, of whom 600 
were scheduled for removal. Stan- 
ley said that, despite telegrams 
sent to prohibition administrators 
yesterday instructing them to main- 
tain their existing setups, all 1800 
had automatically been dropped 
last night and that it was known 
in the various enforcement offices 
who had been re-employed in the 
new unit. He also definitely said 
Dalrymple was not among the re- 
employed. 


HOOVER 59 YEARS OLD TODAY 


Drives to Mountains With Wife, 
Dodging Celebration. 
By the Associated Press. 

STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Cal, 
Aug. 10.—Former President Herbert 
Hoover, 59 years old today, left his 
home on the campus for a three to 
four day motor trip in the Califor- 
nia Sierras, dodging possible cele- 
brations. 

His birthday did not pass unno- 
ticed, however. Letters and tele- 
grams reached the former execu- 
tive. Mr. Hoover was accompa- 
nied only by Mrs. Hoover. 


Road Withdraws Loan Request. 
By the. Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — The 
Pere Marquette Railway today 
withdrew its application for a $2, 
000,000 loan from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. It noti- 
fied the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, which passes on such loans 
before they are granted, that a 
pick-up in earnings and an agree-, 
ment by the State of Michigan to 
defer its taxes made the loan un- 
necessary. 


$3,728,000 Income Tax Credit. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — The 
Pennsylvania Railroad has receiyed 
an income tax credit of $3,728,792 
for 1916-1921, inclusive, the Internal 
Revenue Bureau announced today.

TOKIO. ASSASSINS 
TESTIFY FEAR OF 
U.S, CAUSED ACT 


Leader Says His Group 
Was Determined to End 

_ “Domination by America 
in Naval Treaties.” 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO; Aug. 10.—Lieut. Horishi 
Yamagishi, leader of 10 naval of- 
ficers undergoing court martial 
charged with the assassination of 
Premier Suyoshi Inukai and other 
terroristic acts, testified today that 


fears of “America’s ambition” mo- 
tivated the terrorists. 

Testimony was produced to show 
that Yamagishi commanded the 
naval officers who invaded the 
Premier’s residence, and that he 
gave the command “fire.” 

After he had made his anti-Amer- 
ican statement, the court room was 
ordered cleared and the hearing 
continued in secret. The proceed- 
ings are being held at the Yokosu- 
ka naval base. 

Yamagishi declared that he and 
the other officers feared the United 
States would attempt what he 
called further domination of Japan 
and the Orient in 1936, when revi- 
sion of the Washington and Lon- 
don naval treaties is due. He testi- 
fied that his group was determined 
to “attempt the reconstruction of 
the Empire before that crisis 
arose.” 

Keynote of Evidence So Far. 

The testimony of Yamagishi 
formed the keynote of all the evi- 
dence heard thus far in the naval 
trial, of which today’s session was 
the eleventh. 

Premier Inukai was slain in his 
official residence May 15, 1932, and 
at the same time numerous Tokio 
buildings were attacked by terror- 
ists. Among these buildings were 
the office of the Metropolitan Po- 
lice Board, the Cherry Village Gate 
of the Imperial Palace, the Bank of 
Japan and the important Mitsubishi 
Bank. 

The accused men have pro- 
claimed it their patriotic conviction 
that the Japanese leaderg who ac- 
cepted the naval treaties betrayed 
the nation and merited assassina- 
tion. The declared “the likes of 
these leaders must never again be 
given power to sign away in simi- 
lar fashion the .birthright of the 
empire.” The Judges admitted such 
testimony as they considered rele- 
vant, and the newspapers received 
it sympathetically. 

Effective Naval Propaganda. 


The trial has developed into what 


is described as highly effective na- 
val propaganda promoting public 
opinion that is strongly opposed to 
accepting anything less than ‘full 
Japanese naval parity with Britain 
and the United States... 

Lieut. Yamegishi’s -‘“reconstruc- 
tion” was extremely simple. It en- 
tailed the elimination of parties and 
Cabinets standing between the Em- 
peror and thé'people. « 

“Our guiding principles,” Yama- 
gishi told the Court, “are neither 
Fascism nor radicalism. We desire 
simply to establish a state in which 
the Emperor’s subjects all are one 
national people, becoming one na- 
tion and all the people becoming 
the Emperor’s children.” 

Similar testimony was heard at 
an army courtmartial in Tokio, at 
which 11 army cadets involved in 
the Inukai terrorism are being 
tried. The Army Court completed 
hearing evidence and a judgment 
is expected Aug. 14. 


14 REPORTED KILLED WHEN 
THRESHING MACHINE BLOWS UP

This is the point of the warning issued last week 
by the American Federation of Labor, which gave) 
figures showing that, while factory production had 
inereased 52.5 per cent from March to June, the 
workers’ buying power had increased only 11.8 per 
cent. While 1,500,000 persons had gone back to 
work, the report added, there were still 11,000,000 
unemployed. Unless re-employment is speeded, it 
will require almost two more years to take these 
workers off the charity rolls. / 

That the Recovery Administration realizes the ma- 
jor importance of putting more workers back on the 
payroll is indicated by Gen. Johnson’s statement of 
yesterday, criticising employers who “either direct- 
ly or indirectly conspire to defeat the very purpose 
of the agreement by materially shortening the num- 
ber of hours which the stores had customarily stayed 
open.” Previously, in an address before the Indiana 
Retail Grocers’ Association, he had warned that cur- 
tailing of store hours is unacceptable if it results in 
reducing the expected re-employment. 

The policy of shortening hours and increasing pay 
has been urged for several years as a solution of 
industrial problems. Henry Ford, in 1926, speaking 
of the five-day week, said it was “bound to come ) 
through all industry, because without it the country 
will not be able to absorb its production and stay 
prosperous.” The International Labor Office at Ge 
neva last January warned that, with the increase 
of labor-saving devices, “the volume of unemploy- 
ment due to this cause will not merely persist, but | 
will further increase,” unless working hours are ad- 
justed. The Post-Dispatch, in its article, “The Coun- 
try’s Plight,” published Nov. 29, 1931, said: 

Consumption, or purchasing power, must be 
maintained on the level of production, which lat- 
ter can be controlled and stabilized by a progres- 
sive decrease in the number of labor hours as 
inventions and improvements increase the out- 
put per labor hour. But this remedy will be 
effective to maintain purchasing power on a level 
with production only if wages are kept on a level 
that will give the worker a sufficient income for 
his reasonable needs.

We may be permitted, we feel certain, to make the 
somewhat belated announcement that Florida has 
ratified the twentieth amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution. This is the amendment Senator Norris 
proposed and battled for, to get us out of the ox- 
cart. era in the matter of the meeting of Congress 
and the inauguration of the President. Since the 
amendment was adopted early this year, there is only 
one reason to call attention to the action of the 
Florida Legislature. Florida was the forty-eigbth 
state to register its approval. The vote of Missouri 
put the lame-duck amendment into the Constitution, 
that of Florida made it unanimous. The seven die 
hard Senators, including our own Roscoe Conkling 
Patterson, who held out to the bitter end, now stand 
wholly repudiated on this matter by every state in 
the Union. Conversely, but by the same token, the 
nation has eminently honored the vision and good 
works of Senatcer Norris. 3 
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NO SEDITION PRISONERS. 

In its annual review of civil liberties in this coun- 
try, the American Civil Liberties Union rejoices over 
the fact that, for the first time in many years, not 
a single prisoner is serving sentence anywhere in the 
Union under criminal syndicalism or sedition laws. 
The last such political prisoners,.three held in Penn- 
sylvania, were freed on parole in March. Earlier, in- 
dictments of the same sort against William Z. Foster, 
Robert Minor and 15 other Communists, pending in- 
Michigan since 1922, were dismissed. A celebrated 
case was that of Theodore Dreiser and other writers, 
who were indicted under Kentucky’s syndicalism laws 
in 1931-32, All these charges have also been dropped. 

The only remaining indictments under such stat- 
utes are a typical example of their use, being direct- 
ed against 11 Michigan farmers who staged a dem- 
onstration at a foreclosure sale. The South has no 
syndicalism laws, but Georgia last summer revived a 
66-year-old law pertaining to insurrection, and under 
its harsh provisions sentenced a young Negro organ- 
izer of the unemployed to 18 to 20 years in prison. 

Sedition and syndicalism laws, intended to safe 
guard the Government by shutting off criticism, are 
relics of our national war-time hysteria. They go 
against our constitutional guarantees of free speech, 
as Chiét Jystice Hughes pointed out in the notable’ 


- life, property and individual liberty, and for dis- 
char, with 


taken by the Government of Cuba. 

There could be but one outcome. Politics in Cuba, 
as in all Latin American countries, is intense. It 
was inevitable that political factions would make 
trouble for the purpose of provoking intervention by 
the United States. This is partly the explanation 
of what is going on now. The Roosevelt administra- 
tion very wisely refuses to intervene. It feels that 
Cuba is capable of putting her own house in order. 

If she is not, she can never become so until she 
is altogether free. The history of our relations with 
Cuba is unusual. Long after all the other Latin 
American countries had freed themselves from Spain, 
Cuba attempted to do so. The brutal war which re- 
sulted was more than the American people could 
stand. Thus the Spanish-American War, and in 
time the Platt amendment. 

It would, in our judgment, be a good idea to clari- 
fy the situation. We do not want to interfere in the 
political affairs of Cuba. We have just retired from 
a disastrous attempt of this sort’in Nicaragua. We 
are also retiring from an equally disastrous attempt 
to interfere in the affairs of Haiti. All these inter- 
ferences have been mistakes. Their consequence has 
been to weaken the Latin American countries when 
we sought to strengthen them. 

It is by acceptance of full responsibility that these 
nations become law-abiding. Like the individual, 
they cannot build character except by walking alone. 
They must be free and independent political units, 
if they are to become a part of civilization. Every 
attempt we have made to thrust civilization upon 
them, or to “civilize them with a Krag,” has been un- 
fortunate. We have wasted their time, and we have 
misdirected our own well-meaning efforts. 

The United States should advise Cuba that she can 
delete the Platt amendment from her Constitution. 
We need only to extend to her the guarantees of the 
Monroe Doctrine. If we do more than that, we lend 
ourselves to the machinations of Cuban politics. The 
whole question of our relations to Latin America 
is in process of evolution. Reaching the grotesque 
heights of opera bouffe in the seizure of Panama, it 
presented at last the bloody spectacle of our marines 
shooting up the Nicaraguan town of Ocotal and kill- 
ing some 300 men, women and children. 

The Nicaraguan adventure cost the lives of 4000 
Nicaraguans and 133 Americans. It cost the tax- 
payers of the United States $6,076,034. There is 2 
wiser Latin American policy in the making. As the 
Latin American area is itself rising in the scale of 
civilization, our relations to it become less adven- 
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CHESTER ELLIS WRIGHT. 

Chester Ellis Wright of St. Louis, who has just 
died in Boston, was one of the outstanding heroes of 
the war.

After the war, he finished his studies at Harvard, 
later coming to St. Louis to enter business.

As they 
branched out, their corporations increased and mul- 
tiplied. There were Skouras Bros. Enterprises, Inc., 
Skouras Super Theaters, Skouras Publix Corporation, 
St. Louis Amusement Co., Central Properties Corpo 
ration, St. Louis Properties Corporation, Grand Cen- 
tral Film Corporation and others too numerous to 
mention. Most of them were interlocked.

As a rule 
there are two or three in different

of their own household perform. 
Only girls, it appears, take part in 
the pageants. Boys don't seem to 
care for them. By the time all 
the admiring relatives are as 
sembled and the crowd is aug 
mented by pageanteers with their

Usually the pageant is staged in 
the school pley yard, canvas 
stretched on the pavement to pro- 
vide a smooth dance surface. 
Blessed is the school which can 
boast a terraced lawn as many of 
our public school buildings do. This 
natural advantage is made the 
most of as the stage setting of 
some of the most effective pa- 
geants. Spotlights in colors are 
played upon the stage and the 
audience sits beneath strings of 
colored incandescents. 


One pageant I attended typical of 
those without the terraced back- 
ground was enacted on the play- 
ground eof Scruggs School, 4600 
South Grand boulevard. It was enti- 
titled “Whistle Winks,” said by Mias 
Lottie Slaughter, playground super- 
visor here, to be a eombination of 
two fairy tales.
